tional Conference on City Planning,
held at Washington, D. C., May
9 to 11, according to Chas. H.
Cheney of Palos Verdes Kstates,
secretary of the California Confer-
ence of City Planning, just re-
turned from the east. The impor-
tance of building set-back lines,
comprehensive park and playground
systems, and reasonable control of
all architecture (public and pri-
vate) were emphasized at this
meeting.

President Coolidge in a message
to Dr. John Nolen, president of the
conference, said: “I have been
especially interested in the appli-
cation of far-sighted and compre-
hensive planning to the admin-
istration of the nation’s business.
Your efforts to secure the appli-

; cation of this principle to the de-

velopment of our rapidly growing
towns and cities are deserving of
the utmost success.”

Better living is obtained in the
smaller cities than in the larger.
He referred with sarcasm to the
miles and miles of “semi-respec-
table, semi-sanitary and semi-hab-
itable homes of the average Amer-
ican city.”

Control of subdivision plans
should be in the hands of the local
plunning commission in each city,
and subdividers should®be encour-~
aged to provide small private rec-
reational parks in their subdi-
visions, according to a report of
a joint committee of the. National
Conference on City Planning and
the National Association of Rea.!
Estate Boards, unanimously ndopt-
ed at this convention.

Large recreational centers were
urged in all cities by Frederick
Law Olmsted, noted landscape ar-
chitect.
